On May 3, the Columbian Players will present a three-act * 
comedy-drama, ‘The Hasty Heart.” On May 6, this newspaper < 
will next be published. It will not print a review of the play, j 
as matters now stand.

The reasons for this departure from (and we shudder at , 
the term) “tradition,” is due to an apparent misconstruction 
of the aims and purposes of such a review by certain of the 

' SlW&ys viewed aiid commented on the actors’ productions^ 
Good points, bad points — all were listed and an evaluation • 
was made. Sometimes, as was the case with last year’s “Mian 
Who Came to Dinner,” the critic saw and approved heartily; 
other times, as was the case with this year’s three-play bill, the 
critic saw and held his nose. But there always was a review. 

Now, this year’s critic has been persuaded by the director 
not to review the play, on the grounds that the critic, having 
had no experience in the dramatic field, is incompetent to 
judge acting ability or the worth of a play accurately. This 
in itself would not dissuade this paper from foregoing the 
criticism, but the critic has asked not to be requested to 
review it and his request will be granted. At present no plans 
are being made for a successor. •— 

Perhaps the basic cause for this severance from past 
performance is, as was mentioned above, a faulty construction 
of the frame of mind in which the criticism was written. All 
readers should note that STUFF reviewers (and there have 
been many) have never claimed to be all-knowing beings in 
. the thespian field. They- do not even claim to be basing their 
remarks upon comparison with past performances. Briefly, 
a STUFF play review has always been, unless stated otherwise, 
one man’s opinion of~the production— whether he personally 
liked it or not, and why. 

" Most of the time his opinion coincided with that of the 
student body as a whole; for he was himself a student and saw 
the pl ay from a student’s viewpoint. Whether the play had 
been awarded three gold .medals or a brass manhole cover 
made no difference to him; he viewed wfiat was occurring on 
the stage and wrote an evaluation of what he saw. He did 
not delve into the deep psychological implications of the play, 
unless they were apparent from the acting. His was a sub- 
... jective bit of writing, based solely on the worth of what he 
could see. 

Personal prejudices do, of course, weigh heavily. Perhaps 
this year’s reviewer is more demanding in what he thinks 
college performers should produce, in contrast to some of this 
■ paper’s previous ‘Critics. But a bad review should not cause 
anyone to request' that the writer not criticize another., per- 
formance publicly. This is almost tantamount to saying: 
“Either compliment us or don’t say anything.” We do not 
brieve in 'Such one-sided coverage.

Native of Fort Wayne 
A native of Fort Wayne, Bishop 
Danehy attended parochial schools 
there and in Benton Harbor, Mich. 
His mother now resides in Mani- 
towoc. In addition to attending 
St. Joseph’s, he studied also at 
Sacred Heart Seminary, Detroit, 
and St. Gregory’s Seminary, Cin- 
cinnati, before entering Mary- 
k n ol 1 in 1934. - -• 

I After his ordination he served 
on the faculty of Maryknoll Junior 
College, Clarks Summit, Pa., until 
his assignment to Bolivia. His 
mission territory covers nearly 
40,000 square miles, much of 
which is still unexplored, and has 
a scattered population of 50,000. 

Went to Bolivia in 1942 
Bishop Danehy was one of three 
pioneer Maryknollers who began 
prission wor k -in.. Bolivia in 1942. 
"Under his direction a nuraber-of 
projects to raise the living stand- 
ards in the impoverished Pando 
haye been started in recent years. 

In one locality Maryknollers are 
inaugurating a boarding school to 
train leaders for a program which 
includes an experimental farm, 
animal husbandry, rubber planta- 
tions, and sawmill operation. Else- 
where they run a social center 
which carries on a full recreation- 
al program, operate a free dis- 
pensary, and conduct an orphange 
for boys, the only such institution 
in the entire jungle region. 

Organize Cooperatives 
* They have organized coopera- 
tive communities, introduced new 
crops and plan to start a sawmill, 
sugar mill, and plantations for 
growing coffee, chocolate, and 
vanilla. Maryknoll sisters staff an 
up-to-date hospital that provides 
the only medical asistance in its 


Commented the Rev. James 
Quinn, editor of Our Sunday Vis- 
itor’s Lafayette edition:

Hurling some delightfully 
subtle barbs at us Americans, 
he comes to the conclusion 
that, granted some books are 
absolutely bad, “there is . . .

But in America, many 
advertisements have as a basic 
theme “the almost undressed 
female figure.” “You Ameri- 
cans,” he concludes, “appar- 
ently have grown quite used 
to this state of affairs, and 
may have developed. a certain 
immunity. We haven’t — as 
yet.” 

“We for our part,” he ad- 
mits, “might learn to be a 
little more tolerant with auth- 
i ors who touch on aspects of 
1 life and of evil that we usually 
, avoid.” “But perhaps,” _hfi 
. suggests, ‘ ‘you on your side 
have gone to the opposite ex- 
treme and have come to be- 
I lieve that any book which 


shows a human soul torn be- 
tween good and evil is neces- 
sarily a good book, and that, 
as long as you do^,not leave 
God out of the picture, every- 
thing goes.” ,
